participation in the federal 
Higher Education Facilities 
Act of 
1963 by public a n d 
private colleges and universi­ 
ties in Nebrask a. 
The federal pro gram, co m­ 
mo nly referred to as t h e 
“ brick and mo rtar” act, will 
pro v ide federal grants to in­ 
stitutio ns o f higher learning 
to aid in the co nstructio n o f 
classro o m and library facili­ 
ties. 
The state plan, approved by 
the seven-member Nebrask a 
Commission, now will be sub-

mitted to the U.S. Commis­ 
sioner of Education for fed­ 
eral approval. 
Eligible four-y ear colleges 
and universities would receive 
about one-third of a project’s 
cost in federal funds, and two- 
y ear colleges would receive 
about 40% federal funds. 
Detailed Criteria 
The state plan sets up de­ 
tailed criteria for the Commis­ 
sion to use in determining pri­ 
orities of the various institu­ 
tions which are divided into 
two main categories: public 
community colleges and pub­ 
lic technical institutes, and all 
other institutions of higher 
learning. 
The closing dates 
w e r e 
established for acceptance of 


applicatio ns within each fis­ 
cal y ear. Initially , these dates 
are No v . 3 0, 19 6 4 and March 
3 1, 19 6 5 . Fo r each fiscal y ear 
thereafter, the dates will be 
Jan. 3 1 and June 3 0. 
Although the Higher Educa­ 
tion Facilities Act was au­ 
thorized by Congress in 
19 6 3 , 
no funds were appropriated 
for fiscal 1%4. 
Final action has not y et 
been tak en on the fiscal 
19 6 5 
appropriation by the federal 
government, but it is expected 
Nebrask a will receive approx­ 
imately $2 million the 
f i r s t 
y ear.

Sentenced To Life 
Cardinal Mindszenty 
w a s 
sentenced to life 
imprison­ 
ment in 1949 by a Communist 
court for alleged treasons, es­ 
pionage and black m ark et cur­ 
rency transactions. He w a s 
freed by Hungarian freedom 
fighters but fled to the U.S. 
legation when Soviet tank s 
and troops smashed the anti­ 
communist revolt. 
The late Pope John XXIII 
Initiated negotiations with the 
Communist government in an 
effort to reach some compro­ 
mise which would allow the 
cardinal freedom and allevi­ 
ate the situation of Catholics 
In Hungary .

Back in January o f this year, IJ. Go v. 
Dwight Burney, the GOP candidate fo r go v­ 
erno r, said that he didn’t believe anyo ne 
wo uld maintain that taxes to r lo cal and 
state go vernnients will go do wn o r stay 
static.

it. 
One o f the few perso ns 
with a priv ate crusade o f 
criminal 
rehabilitatio n 
is 
Arthur Maisel, 5 2, who o p­ 
erates a string o f restau­ 
rants o n the Atlantic Co ast. 
“ When I was abo ut 4 0,” 
Maisel to ld me, “ a man I 
knew slig htly asked if he 
co uld talk to me. He s a i d 
his bro ther had been in Jail 
sev eral y ears o n a first o f­ 
fense but co uld be paro led 
if he had assurance o f a 
jo b. 
“ When I pho ned paro le o f­ 
ficials they said the man 
in questio n seemed a g o o d 
risk so I pro mised him a 
jo b. When he was released 
we had a talk. He was in 
his late 2 0’s, had dro pped 
o ut o f hig h .scho o l and had 
no specific skills. His fami­ 
ly backg ro und was po o r. No 
o ne had ev er taken much o f 
an interest in him and he’d 
drifted fro m o ne jo b to an­ 
o ther. Then he and .so me 
co mpanio ns needed mo ney 
so they tried to ro b a sto re 
and were caug ht. 
“ He 
seemed basically a 
g o o d kid who had made a 
mistake, had paid his debt 
and no w w a n t e d to g o 
.straig ht. So I put him to 
wo rk in o ne o f my restau­ 
rants. alo ng side a sho rt o r­ 
der co o k. I’d sto p by ev ery 
day o r so and see ho w he 
was do ing and assured him 
that if he pro v ed depend­ 
able and learned restaurant i 
wo rk he had a v ery brig ht ' 
future.
